| Real Money 
or “Stage” Money for 
Grape Growers 


The grape grower is entitled to 

protection when he turns his fruit 

over to any individual or firm en- 

gaged in marketing. There has 

been too much “stage”? money 
| used in the grape business. 

The California Vineyardists As- 
sociation has prepared the Deal- 
ers License Act after two years 
experience and observation of the 
methods of all existing shipping 
agencies. 

Under prevailing marketing con- 
ditions, particularly in 1928, many 
thousands of growers received lit- 

| tle, if any, payment under their 

so-called “Cash” contracts or oral 
agreements. The proposed legis- 
lation provides protection that 
growers and honest shippers need. 

Briefly summarized the new meas- 

| ure provides for the following: 

1. A “Cash” Operator is defined 
as one who pays for the fruit 
within forty-eight hours after 

| receiving same from the grow- 
ers. Such cash dealers are not 
restricted in any way by the 
new bill. 

. The “Consignment House” ts 
not affected under the new act 
since these shippers are already 
under license and bonded im 
accordance with the Commis- 
sion Merchants Law of 1927. 

. The Dealers License Act re- 
quires license and surety bond 
from all shippers (including 
Consignment firms) who make 
minimum guarantees to grow- 
ers or who buy outright for 
cash but do not pay the grower: 
within forty-eight hours after 
taking possession of the fruit. 

. The bonds will be based uporm 
the estimated amount of busi- 
ness to be done by each dealer 
applying for a license. 

Special meetings are being held 
by the C.V.A. to hear objections 
to the Dealers License Act as orig- 
inally drafted. Growers should at- 
tend these meetings or submit sug- 
gestions promptly in writing in 
order that any proposed amend. 
ments may be prepared
